prove not merely the fact" that 
Pres. Wilson made reservations con- 
cerning jt, but also 'that the. su- 
preme ponncil "decided in favor o: 
those views," the Japanese govern- 
ment says in a note dated Feb. 2fi 
made public Monday by the -state 
department. 


"It nrast' also be remenhered," 


Japan says, that li ft decision in 
favor of the exclusion of the Jslano 
of Yap had really bijen made, as 


implied by the argument of the 


tJ. S. government at the meetdngr of 
the . supreme council May 7, 1919 
at which Japan was not represent&i, 
rt could not but have been regal 
as an act-of entirely had faith.'" 


To this note Secty. Hughes re- 


plied last April 5, at the same time 
sending similar notes to Great Bri- 
tain, France and Italy. He declared 
that the U. S. was unable to agree 
with Japan's contention that in or- 
der to maintain its position it would 
lave to "prove" not only that Pres. 
Wilson made reservations regarding 
Yap, but also that the supreme coun- 
cil adopted those views. 


'As tio treaty has ever been con- 


cluded with the IT. S. relating to the 
Island of Yap," Mr. Hughes added, 
'and as no one has ever been author- 
_zed to surrender the right of the 
']. S. in the island, this government 
must insist that it has not lost its 
right as it existed prior to any ac- 
tion of the supreme council or of the 
1/eagne of Nations and cannot rec- 
ognize the validity of the mandate 
:o Japan." 


Japan has not as yet replied to 


this communication.

The locks ara 
under supervision of the 
revenue 


department to determine the amount 
of beer in order to fix the tax. 


At the close of each day employes 


of the internal revenue department 
shut off the flow of beer and seal 
the lock. The next morning they re- 
move the seal so that the day's run 
can be started. 


At one big Milwaukee 
brewery 


alone more than 50 keys are used. 
The number in the state is 
not 


more than 200 as many of the small 
npstate breweries have only one 
vat. 


The keys and locks will be pnt in 


order so that they will be ready for 
service as soon as the order per-

"If we are to have good service the 
voads must be prosperous. -No busi- 
ness concern that is on the verge of 
aankruptcy can render good service. 


"Operating expenses must come 


down. The first thing that we think 
of in cutting operating expenses is 
wages because wages represents 65 
per cent of operati*n while fuel rep- 
resents another 25 per cent. 


"It is the custom to blame Che 


present business < depression to high 
freight rates. . I wouldn't say that 
high freight .rates haven't some ef- 
fect -but they are not the controlling 
cause. 


"There is a big buyers strike on in 


the'country arid, unlike-other strike's' 
no one can call it off.' It isn't like 
other strikes where y.on can talk a 
leader into calling the strike off. At 


the country. He said that the'roads 
carry a ton of freight for a mile at 
a little over a cent a ton. 


"The American people have never 


realized how creap 
transportation 


mosts have been," he said. 


As proof of his contention that 


the present business situation Is not 
necessarily the result of high freight 
rates the speaker cited "experiments 
that had been made on Texas live- 
stock. He said that th Texas live- 
stock men contended that they could 
not ship because of the high rates. 
•Each" year it has been, the practice 
to jhip lean cattle from Texas to the 
ranges of Wyoming 
where 
they 


would fatten up before being ship- 
ped to market. 


"We finally cut the freight rates 


from Texas to Wyoming 50 
per 


cent,',' said Mr. Bvram. "But that 
didn't help. Then" I found that the 
reason livestock was not being ship- 
ped was, not 
because of freight 


rates, but because the Texas -Ship- 
pert comldn't borrow money 
with 


which to finance their propositions." 


Mr. Byram said that the 
same 


experiments had been made in re- 
ducing the rates on lumber from the 
coast to the middle west. He said 
that freight did not move following 
the reductions made on lumber. 


"There is another way to help the 


situation but I haven't heard much 
concerning that," said Mr. Byram. 
"I haveheard no one suggest doing 
away with taxes on freight and pas. 
senger traffic. 
Yet the taxes col- 


lected and turned over to the gov- 
ernment by the St. Paul road alone 
amount to $500,000 a month." 


Mr. Byram said that the roads 


will have their difficulties when busi- 
ness does start again. eH said that 
there are 2,500.000 freight cars in 
the country. He said that there 
should be 125,000 new box cars built 
each year to replace the old ones. 


"But," said Mr. Byram "A box car 


that cost $1,000 before the war now 
cost $2,500. Before 
the war we 


could borrow Money at -4 per cent. 
It is obvious that we cannot pay 8 
per cent for money to build |2,500 
box cars."

The squatty little capitol in th 


center of the square was the objec 
of criticism. 
Cows joamed in th 
streets. There was no entertain 
ments for visitors. Without .anj 
thought that his letters would ever 
become public, Moses B. Butterfielc 
a lawyer of Racine, wrote some in 
tcresting accounts of Madison in 
1650, and gave a good word des- 
cription of the supreme court. 


Here is a letter written June 11 


1S50, in which he gives a picture o: 
the supreme court room: 


"I have just arrived, and had £ 


good dinner, etc., at Welch's' hotel, 
and am here waiting for the digni- 
taries to come in.- This is a fine 
sito for a capitol, but the capitol, 
poor squat, fil-proportioned sort oi 
a thing, all our of gear and enough 
to ma_ke an architect run mad and 
flee his country. And when you look 
to see the cost of the filing, you 
would eulogise the loco focos 
for 


their liberality. Enough money was 
expended in making this burlesque 
upon architecture to have created a 
perfect Pantheon. This room is well 
enough when you get in—a good 
carpet on the floor, nice desks, pen, 
ink and paper, sand-box, etc., a nice 
pen for the judges to sit in, damask 
hangings at the window as red. as 
old Stew's nosa, and 7x9 maps on 
the wall back of the judgment seat; 
two astor lamps suspended by close 
lines, a clock swinging its pendu- 
lum away one side, ink bottles, etc., 
on the clerk's desk." 


Later -iJiat same day he wrote 


another letter. 


"I.don't much like this place. 
1 


\walked ajl around and saw some 
pretty places—some pretty 
faces, 


but little of the graces. Not a pi- 
ano, harp, lute or guitar, or even 
the voice of woman, except she 


scolded the cow while mitidnir, or 
the children. It waa not until I ar- 
rived at my lodgings that I' heard 
close by the sound* of a very sweet 
harmonica, played by the rude hand 
of man. I met several of the dig- 
nitaries last night on the walks. 
-But these great men in Wisconsin 
are bearish, and they want the in- 
fluence of high intellectual society. 
I have often. wondereVl how it was 
possible for 
high-minded, refined 


and delicate women to endure the 
society of men who are so rough, 
and have nothing to commend them 
but their bows and flattering words 
without sincerity."

Dedaring he did not believe in so-

Indians Take Up Farming 


First Americans No Longer A Vanishing Race; About Fifty 


Thousand Engage in Agriculture 


A 


SK THE first person you meet how many 


Indiana there are in this country and 
the chances are ten to one that the an- 


swer will be off at least half a million. 


There »re 325,000 of them. They are divided 


into 280 tribes or bands and are located on 200 
reservations in 20 different states. 


Many people .are under the impression that 


the Indiana are rapidly degenerating and dis- 
appearing. The truth is the exact opposite. 
The birth rate among the American Indians 
now exceeds tho death rate. They arc advanc- 
ing along various lines of business, health and 
education with amazing rapidity. 


According to Cato Sells, Commissioner qf 


Indian Affairs, the Indians are making good in 
a most commendable manner. 


Last year 50,000 Indians were engaged in 


stock raising. Their live stock is estimated as 
.being worth $40,000,000. The cattle raising- 
experience on the. Crow reservation in Montana 
will serve as a fair illustration of how the stock 


.-movement is progressing among all the tribes. 


Five years ago 10,000 head of cattle were placed 
on this reservation at a total cost of $456,000. 
The expense of conducting the ranch for the 
ensuing five years was $399,000. At the end of 
that period the profits and value of the herd 
aggregated $1,547,000, showing & clean profit 
of $692,000 on the investment. In the mean-- 
time the Indian^ had mastered the highly im- 
portant, art of breeding, selling and properly 
caring for cattle under all sorts of conditions, 


Much attention is also being given, to sheep 


raising and the selling of wool. On tho Jicarilla 
reservation in New Mexico, for instance, 4,000 
sheep were purchased m 1914 at a cost of 
$25,000. Five years later this herd had in- 
creased to 10,000, After deducting all expenses 
of operation, an average net profit of $35,000 
a year for the five years was shown in favor 
of the Indians. It should also be borne in mind 
that during those five years it was not an un- 
common sight to see contented red-skinned 
families feasting on a nice roast leg o^ lamb 
or nicely browned mutton chops. 


Engage in Forestry 


•r-iORESTRY and lumbering is one of the vast 
r industrial enterprises of the Indians of to- 


day. 
They are the owners of 6,500,000 acres of 


valuable timber land, conservatively valued at 
$84,000,000. 
These forests are rapidly and 


economically 
being: 
converted into lumber 


through the daily' operation of 73 sawmills 
located upon the various reservations. 
The 


most extensive lumbering operation is conducted 
on the Menominee reservation in Wisconsin, 
which turns out about 20,000,000 fe«t of lumber 
each year. The logs are brought to the mills 
over a logging railroad a distance of 18 miles. 
The lumber produced at these mills consists 
principally of white pine,-hemlock, birch, bass- 
wood, elm and maple. 
So well manufactured is 


this lumber that a ready market is found in 
Milwaukee, Chicago, and 
neighboring cities. 


Some" of it is shipped as far east as Massachu- 
setts. Upon a number of occasions the Indians 


shipped several million feet of select white pine 
and rock elm from this reservation to Liver- 
pool, England. 
The amount of merchantable 


timber remaining on this reservation is esti- 
mated at 1,000,000,000 feet. 


Perhaps the biggest line of business among 


the Indians is the oil and gas wells and coal 
mine* located in Oklahoma. The mineral prop- 
erties of the Indians in that state have marvel- 
ously increased in value ia recent years. The 
2,186 Osage Indians, whose property aside from 
the mineral product is valued at $20,000,000, 
received during the past year an income of 
$8,000,000 from- oil and gas alone. 
The re- 


stricted Indians of the Five Civilized Tribes 
also received $4,0^00,000 royalty trorn oil and gaa 
during the same year. During the past six 
years the royalties paid the Indians on oil, gas, 
coal and other minerals amounted to $27,637,- 


000. 
A conservative value of the individual 


and tribal property of the Indians, exclusive^ 
oil anU gas, is $667,000,000. Add to this the 
value ofj>il and gas properties and it will run 
well over the billion mark. 


Are Good Farmers 


PORTY thousand Indians have become en- 
* 
thusiastic farmers, and their number is in- 


creasing constantly. The crops produced by 
these thrifty agriculturists last year were sold 
for more than $12,000,000. 


There was a time in the history of the rtd 


men when about the only kind of irrigation that 
interested them to any appreciable extent was 
the kind obtained by making frequent connec- 
tions with the neck of a dark yeflow bottle from 
which distiller's dew gurgled in dizzy quanti- 
ties. That style of irrigation has become un- 
popular, unprofitable and -unsatisfactory. The 
progressive Indians have decided that' it pays 
better to raise corn than to drink it. With that 
idea in mind they are damming the rivers and 
creeks flowing'through their arid and semi-arid 
lands, and are conveying this harnessed water 
to their broad and fertile acres by scientific 
methods. The results are astounding. 
Land 


idle for centuries, producing nothing but liz- 
ards, rattlesnakes, skeletons and buzzard food, 
is-now producing crops worth $400 an acre: 
These crops are varied, consisting of alfalfa, 
corn, cotton and vegetables of all. kinds. The 
cotton produced last year sold for $6,000,000. 


The facilities for educating the Indian boys 


and girls are on a par with those of an average 
city in the Middle West or New England, The 
attendance at present averages 64,000. 


The importance of being born healthy has, in 


late years, become a fixed principle among the 
Indians. They take the position that health is 
a prerequisite to happiness and prosperity. 
Disease and unsanitary conditions vare now 
fought with the same grim determination that 
they formerly fought their white brothers, A 
total of 80 hospitals has been established on 
the various reservations. This requires a force 
of 200 physicians, ably assisted by a capable 
corps of nurses and matrons.—Dearborn Inde- 
pendent.
